Oroville Dam Auxiliary Spillway Incident

On 02/12/17 at 1603 hours the California State Warning Center (CSWC) received notification from the Department of Water Resources (DWR)
automated line that the Oroville Dam was in failure status due to extreme scouring of the auxiliary spillway. The CSWC are made notifications
according to SOP. All down stream warning points were notified.

Per the DWR Flood Operations Center and California Data Exchange Center (CDEC) as of 02/19/17 at 1000 hours:

Current releases from Oroville Dam (55,000 cfs) are within the downstream channel capacities in the Feather River.

Inflows are at 40,000 cfs. substantially less than the outflow releases.

The lake elevation has dropped below 852.28 feet as result, no water is flowing over the auxiliary emergency spillway.

The target is to drop the elevation at Lake Oroville to 851 feet by 02/18/17

The plan to prevent further erosion utilizes trucks, helicopters, and hand crews to move large rocks and gravel to fill holes in the emergency
spillway.

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA

Light snow and rain showers will linger today, then a powerful Pacific storm is forecast to hit the region this evening. This system will bring heavy
rain and mountain snow along with strong winds. The heaviest rainfall and higher elevation snow will be from Monday through Tuesday. The
strongest winds are expected to hit Monday evening. Showers will continue on Wednesday with lowering snow levels. Mountain travel will also be
impacted at times due to heavy snow. Tuesday and Wednesday some portions of the Valley areas may experience thunderstorms that will bring
moderate to heavy rain. Snow levels will rise then fall during this storm. Expect snow levels to be near 6000 feet, which will rise to 7500 feet by
Tuesday morning. As a result, renewed river and flash flooding is likely with this system.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA

The region will experience a potent Pacific storm system for the next 24-36 hours, this atmospheric river will bring widespread rainfall and strong
winds. Periods of heavy rainfall are likely from late this evening through Monday evening, potentially resulting in flooding across portions of the
region. In addition, southerly winds will increase late today and will be locally strong and gusty through Monday evening. Widespread rainfall will
then taper off late Monday night into Tuesday. Cooler and somewhat drier weather conditions are expected late in the upcoming week.
